HEN the American corre 
spondent Janet Flanner' 
reported on the Nureny- 
berg Tribunal, she could find no 
meaning in the proceedings that 
could be properly related to the 
enornious crimes before the court, 

The defendants were ridiculously 
preoccupied with interna! quarrels 
aver status, and their lawyers were 
obsessed with upholding the 
niceties of legal codes that Germany 
had, for years, happily deformed 
and violated. Hitler, of course, was 
not there, But even had he been be- 
fore the court, it still seems unlikely 
that “answers" would have been 
made available. 

It is not the case, tlıerefore, that 
the death of Pol Pot and his “es 
cape” from the trial that was appar- 
ently being prepared for him, has 
cheated the world of a great source 
of enlightenment onı what happened 
in Cambodia. He himself, in occa- 
sional remarks, spoke almost ighily 
of the killings as “mistakes”, and put 
down the failure of the Camborlian 
revolution to the Vietnamese, tht 
historical enemies. 

Could the tyrant haye explamed 
the nature of lhe 1yranny? It is possi- 
ble that, in courl, the contrast 
belween the public Pol Pot, a nian of 
some charm antl even humouir, and 
the private man, wla was bath virt- 
dictive and cruelly schematic, would 
have been pointed up. But would 
tıat unmasking have done muclı to 
explain why Cnmbadia emered a 
period of savage selflestriclion 
afte Khmer Rouge tranps took {le 
capital iıı 1975? 

H1 is worlh remembering that {he 
actions ol the Khmer Rouge llten 
came as a surprise tu many who 
afterwards wondered why they hal 
not known better. They inciutictl 
some af the diplomats and solcliers 
from the United Slates who, 23 ycars 
ago, were 1alking of a coalilon goy- 
crnment in wiıich both the Kilmer 
Rouge and norcommuisl politi 
cians would play a part, or at leasl of 
a "controlled solution" — an orderly 
transfer of power, honourable 
arrangements for the disarming of 
government troops, handover of the 
central bank and s0 forth. 

What ignorance and madness! 
Not much later, Phnom Penh had 
been emptied and every officer the 
Khmer Rouge could lay their hands 
on was killed. Those deceiving 
themscives mcluded some of tiıe 
politicians who stayed on, a few in 
expectation that they might indeed 
have a role, others iıı the hope that 
they would at least. survive. And 
they included many of the journal- 
ists who knew unpleasant truths 
about the Khmer Rouge. but, in 
anger at US war-making, tended to 
romanticise the bare chested fight- 
ers mn the paddy fields. 

Ã quarter .of a century later, 
everybody does know . beiter, 


thanks to tlhe work of such scholars 
as Ben Kiernan, ‘David Chandler. 


and Michael Vickers, the reflections 


‘of rueful reporters' such as Sydnéy . 


Schanberg, and thie testimony öf

„misunderstood iş worth restating, It 
. waş the power of ideas.over people, 
the triumph of theory over Hesh and. 
‘blood. The simplified version of

Some evidence is emerging now of a more toler- 
ant attitude towards political debate under the 
postDeng Xiaoping leadership. Though recent na- 
tlonal congreases of the Communist Party and the 
government failed to broach at all seriously the 
suhject of polifical reform, intellectuals clase ta 
the establishment are beginning to discuss it. The 
argument is more cautious than in the late 1980a, 
focusing on the reform of politcal “structures” 
rather than on implementing the basic rights 
enshrined — and iguored — in the constitution. 
But to suggest that “human rights is a civil right” 
or that "economic reform depends on political 
reform” is a significant signal: even the official 
Chinese iewg agency haa floated similar ideas, 

These tentative new shoots of liberal thinking 
will not push up any concrete in Tiananmen 
Square, and Beijing needs to do a huge amount 
more to overcome cynicism. But Chins does not 
atand still and a new generation of leaders is 
beginning to emerge. Let us give the benefit of the 
doubt, but without selling Western complalsance 
too cheaply, How many more political prisonera 
0 walk free before Tony Blalr goes to Beijing in 

ctober? 


Britain’s mess 
over migrants 


VERYBODY now agrees — even the 

Government — that Britain’s system for sort- 
ing out the genuine refugee fleeing persecution 
from the economic migrant on the move is in a 
complete mess. The simplest of statistics tells the 
story — the hacklog of unresolved asylum cases 
has risen to more than 77,000. Many of the 
10,000 people whose applications were lodged be- 
fore the 1993 Aaylum and [Immigration Act have 
walted so long they have put down roots in Britain, 
married and had children. There iş now so much 
inherent delay that the system has ground to a halt. 

In the face of this the laat government, aa many 
around Fortress Europe have done, turned to A 
policy of deterrence. The Conservatives shante- 
fully withdrew welfare benefits from niost asylum 
seekers and stepped up sharply ita use of deten- 
tion. More than 800 are now held, split between 
detention centres and prisons, Ags the Chief 
Inspector of Prisous, Sir David Ramsbotham, 
noted in his report on the troubled Campsfeld 
Hause, near Oxford, the system ia overloaded, 

The centres were set up in the belief that de- 
tainees would be held for no more than aix weeks. 
Instead they are often detained for more than a 
year. The vast majority are held without charge, 
trial or judicial revlew, and they endure the “no- 
man's land” cruelty of not even knowing the date 
of heir release. They are detained on the say-so 
not of an independent court but of a aenior immi- 
gration offlcer, based on almast arbitrary and cam- 
plex criteria. They are not even given written 
reagons for their incarceration. All of this under 
tines Sir David's conclusion that the criteria and 
proceaa of detenton need to be examined to 
ensure that “they are readlly understood by all 
involved and that detention is used for the shortest 
possible time”, 

Since Labour came to power' the Home Office 
has been seeking a way out of this shambles. 
Leaks from the Whitehall! review teams supggeat 
that there is to be an overhaul of detention. It will 
be used leas to hold asylum seekers who have junat 
arrived in Britain and mare for those who are 
about to be removed or deported, It ia also hoped 
to hold more in . private detention centres and 
fewer in local prisons. But so far there has been no 
word of actlon to introduce a judicial oversight, 
written reasons or regular bail revlews. At the 
same time the rate at which dêèportatlons take 
place ia to be stepped up. It ia simply not as easy 
as it looks on the front page of the Dally Mail, and 
the Home-Secretary, Jack Straw, 1s unlikely to auc- 
ceed where lıiğ predeceasors failed, 

The best way to reduce the injustices causéd by 
arbitrary detention is to tackle the massive backiog 
go that the genuine refugee is not male to suffer 
for months OF even years, hoping for a decision.

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A new sort 
of unionism 


HE ULSTER Unianists have had a bad preas 

down the years, often with good reason. 
Throughout the world thelr image is poor, a nix- 
ture of İintranaigence and bigotry, the party of No 
Surrender. Few outside Northern Ireland distirı- 
guish between the varying atranrdsa of unionism, 
which has come to be epitomised down the years 
by the fundamentalist approach of lan Palsley, 
Internatlonal sympathy has reated mainly with the 
antianaliat Catholic community, the victins of 
sectarianiam ahd discrîmination over decades. 

A change took place laat weekend, more signifi- 

cant than has yet been realised — the biggeat aince 
the Ulater Unionist party was fouuded early this 
century. The vote of its ruling council was more 
than juat a vote of confidence in their leader David 
Trimble, who had negotiated the political settle- 
ment at Stormont: Jt was a break with the party's 
ingforious past. Throughout thelr history, the 
Uister Unionists have defined themaelves in a 
#olely negative way: total oppositon to involvement 
with the frish Republic. Last weekend's vote was 
for a aettlement that will see Unionista actively en-~ 
gage with ministera from Dublin. 

The transformaton will not be easy. The 
unionist community is divided. Mr Paialey’a rival 
but smaller Democratic Unionist party will cam- 
paign ferociously againat, and Mr Trimhble’s own 
party ia split, with half his MPs opposed to the 
aettlement. He himself can be volatile, and when 
necessary can pit on the Orange cloak of harfiline 
unioniam, He was rightly pilloried far lis 
behaviour in the Orange stand-off at Druımçree 
three yeara ago. But he deservca thanks not only 
for the way he handled the negotiations but for 
decisively carrying his party with him, If the vote 
had becn Na, the peace proccss would effectively 
have been over. 

Sinn Fein's annua] conference in Dublin ended 
last Sunday without the same decisiveness being 
diaplayved. While it would help if it were to hack the 
settlement, this is not a0 crucial: Sinn Fein agree- 
Ing to adopt a neutral or low-profile approach to 
the referendum rather han campaigning against 
should be enough to ensure its success, More im- 
portant by far' is for Sinn Fein, aa is expected, to 
change its constitution to allow candidates to take 
seata İn the new Assembly, drawing therm further 
into the democratic process. 

If peace ia to be achieved in Northern Ireland it 
will need nat only new political mechanisms but a 
complete overhaul in attitudes. The case ia often 
made for Protestants to acknowledge and reapecit 
the traditions of the nationaliat cormımunity. Lesa 
often heard is the case for the nationalist cammu- 
nity giving equal respect to the Protestant tradl- 
ton. Both sides will have to learn to be Jega 
selective in thelr history, and instead accept — and 
perhaps in time take pride ih — both traditions. 


China sends 
a small signal 


ANG DAN jis the aecond Chinese diasident to 

be sent into exile “on medica! parole” within 
the past few months, and for the same cynical rea- 
aan, The release of Wei Jingsheng last Navemher 
came soon after President Jiang Zemin’s success- 
ful visit to the Unlted States. Mr Wang's departure 
comes two months ahead of Bill Clintons visit tu 
China — which needa to be a success too. In both 
canes the Chinese authorities granted medical 
parole despite having denied for years that there 
was any problem with the prisoner's health. They 
also insisted not just that he should go abroad but 
that he abtould head for the US. The linkage with 
diplomatic interest seems transparent. 

Yet beyond the immediate advantage to those 
involved — even the bravest endurance has its ın. 
ita — may there not be some more generaf benefit? 
Both the US and the European Union (led by 
Britain) argue that such cases reflect a relaxation 
in Beijing's attitude towards human nights, and 
that (his justlfîes thelr own softer approach t0- 
wards China. The list of political disaidenta pte- 
sented to Beijing is a short one, By that standard a 
reduction of onê or two appears significant — 
n ¢ looke' pathetic çompared with Amnesty

HE political stability of the 

West African country of 

Guinea has been slowly 
deteriorating during the rurrup to 
the presidential election, due in 
December, 

First, journalists were arrested or 
expelled; now there has been a4 
crackdown on opposition members 
of parliament. On April 14, five of 
them were arrested anıd jailed de- 
spite the parliamentary immunity to 
which they are enlitled according to 
botlı the constitution and the inter- 
nal regulations of the national 
assembly. 

One of the arrested men is Bû 
Mamadou, leader of the National 
Union of Republicans (UNR), who 
was appointed by he other opposi- 
tion parties to lead the Co-ordina- 
tion of Democraic Oppasition 
rouping. 

Guinea is widely regarded as the 
West African counlry most likely to 
experience the kind of turmoil that 
recenlly devastated Liberia and 
Sierra Leone, 

A sedilous army that almost 
overthrew President Lansana Cont 
in 1996, political parties siructured 
almost exclusively along ethnic 
lines, and an economy that has still 
not recovered from the damage it 
suffered during Sekou Touré's 25- 
year-long dictatorship are all factors 
that excite antagonism and encour- 
age violence. 

Mamadou and two other UNR 
members of parllament were ar- 
rested after violent clashes at the 
end of March between security 
forces and the inhabitants of the 
Kaporo district on the outskirts of 
the capital, Conakry. 

The trouble began with a” clear 
ance” operation of the kind that reg- 
ularly takes place in all Aîricar 
capitals: bulldozers were sent İn to 
demolish a ahanty town and make 
way for a motorway and an adminiş- 
trative complex. 

But according to Thierno Mand-

HERE is a shameful secret at 

the heart of China's relatians

NMiaking money is what the 
world's biggest nıarket is all about. 
There is no shame about that, aay 
the hard-headed champions of 
reality over romance, Shameful, 
though, at least to shareholders, is a 
truth tlrıat many companles in China 
prefer to Keep secret: instead of 
makiııg money they are losing it.

Street stalls and shops in Lvoy are 
packed with imported tinned foods, 
bananas, shampoo, light bulbs and 
Walkmans, Unofficial import net- 
works extend into the most remote 
corners of provincial Ukraine. 

At weekends crowds of people 
carrying kitbags full of goods pile 
on to the electric train that runs 
between Lvov and the nearby town 
of Drogobych, in the undulating 
countryside of Transcarpathia. Two 
teenagers worm their way through, 
one of thém selling a new tyre, the 
other some perfume samples. 

A Western businessman seems 
lost in the crowds milling around in 
the lobby of Lvov's Grand Hotel, He 
turns out to be the sales rep of a 
leading washing powder manufac 
turer. “This regior iş the pits for 
us," he confides. “There's a huge 
amount of smuggling. The Poles 
find it all the easier to compete with 
us because they don't pay any VAT. 
I1 often wonder’ where all the money 
from the Lrafficking goes. The stan- 
dard of living here iş low, Tve had a 
loûk at the area around Lvov. There 
ae few foreign cars, ant the roads 
are (ull of potholes,” 

At the beginning of the year, 
under pressure from the EU, whiclı 
wants its eastern borders to be 
tghtened, Poland agreed to impose 
travel reslrictions on visitors from 
{he former Soviet republics. People 
in Lvov thought that the black 
market ou which they rely was 
about to be staınped out. But it 
tuırnecl out to be a false alarnı: the 
only people facing a clampdown 

. wore Tationals from Russia and 
Belarus, two states which, unlike 
Ukraine and Uthuania, had nol 
entered İnto' an agreement with 
Polancl to take back illegal immi- 
granls. 1 

Warsaw is, however, 1alking of 
introducing a visa system for all its 
eastern ncighbours. A Ukrainian 
stnllliolder selling imported toys, 
soap, toothpaste and aspirins is un- 
happy, "Surely it's only normal we 
should be allowed to go to Poland. 
There was a time when the Poles 
used to come here,” ahe complains, 
referring to the period of high infla- 
tion endured by the Poles in the 
early nineties, which encouraged 
them to shop in Ukraine, 

People's memories go back a 
long tine in this part of ا‎ 
which was fought over for centuries 

the great imperial powers, 
turned into a batlefield during two 
world vars, and then trapped in the 
steely embrace of the Soviet Union.

Should it be called Lvov, its now 
most commonly used name and the 
one lt went by when if was part of 
the Soviet Union fronı 1945 to 1991? 
Or Lviv, aş the Ukrainians then- 
selves call it? Or Lwow, its name 
when it belonged to Poland from 
1349 to 1772? Or Lemberg, a3 it was 
known to the Austrians, who ruled 
the city from 1772 and 1918 and 
made it the capital of Galicia? 

` “Religion and the Ukrainian iden- 

tity” was the topic of one of the in- 
formal meetings that Taras Vozniak 
organises at his city hall office once 
or twice a month. The evening was 
attended by a score of philosophers, 
sociologists, students and artists, 

Although apparenly forbidding, 
the subject under debate prompted 
a lively discussion that went on into 
the small hours and was rounded 
off by singing, platefuls of sausages 
and plenty of vodka, By the end of 
the session the office looked like a 
smoke-filled café. The topic of the 
previous meeting, “Polish-Ukrainian 
relations", had apparently been dis- 
cussed with similar vigour. 

lvov intellectuals secm to feel 
they have been invested with the 
task of ensuring that their region of 
eastern Galicia, which has long 
been regarded aa the repository of 
the Ukrainian language and identity, 
renıalns anchored to the "civilised" 
world of the West.

Vaozniak, the Lvav city councillor 
in charge of foreign relations, 
believes in an independent, demo- 
cratic and pro-Western Ukraine. His 
worry İs that an “iron curtain" may 
be about to descend on his city of 
830,000 inhabitants. 

He fears that, with Polish menr 
bership of the EU in the pipeline, 
the Polish-Ukrainian border, §O0km 
west of Lvov, which has been Open 
since the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, could suddenly be closed. 

Trade with Poland has become 
Lyov’s lifeline. Only two large com: 
panies are still in operation In the 
city, a Coca-Cola plant and a choco- 
late factory. Eastern' Galicia has 
been hard hit by recession ' and 
falling output in Ukraine as a whole; 
Many salaries remain urtpaid,

Cambodia. Those forced out of the 
cifes, Known as "new people" be- 
cause they were supposed to aban- 
don all links with the past, were sent 
to these areas to dig canals and 
clear fields. 

Hundreds of thousands died of 
disease, hunger and beatings.

In 1963 he fled to the countryside 
to lead the resistance against Siha- 
nouk, From then on, he would be- 
corne "Brother Number One", the 
shadowy head of the Communist 
maquis hiding in camps in north- 
easlerıı Cambodia. 

In 1365 he travelled to Hanoi, 
where tenstons were building with 
the Vietnamese. Pol Pot 
bristled at what he saw 
as thelr superior atti- 
tucle and demands that 
the Camhodians hold 
off from armecl struggle 
against Sihanouk until 
Nûrth Vietnam had won 
iis war against the 
United States. He later 
travelled to China, 
wiıere the Cultural Rev- 
olution was swirling Up. 
Pol Pat was said to have 
been impressel by Mao  ! 
Zeclong's vision of per- 
manent revolution, lıis 
harnessilg of young, 
impressionable minds, 
and the desiruction of 
all vestiges of history, 

The arnıed struggle 
heran in 1968 when 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas 
clashed with the army 
and police, The situation § 
in Cambodia began to 
unravel and in 1969 the 
US began its secret 
bonıbing of Vietnamese 
bases in Cambodia. At 
the beginning of 1970 
Sihanouk left for his an- 
nual cure at a spa in 
France and was (le- 
posed by his chicf gerr 
eral, Lan Nol. The new 
righiwing regime in 
Phnom Penh galvanised 
ihe Chinese and Viet 
namese, previously only 


lukewarm supporters of 
Pol, and they 
stepped up help. 


Sihanouk was set up 
in Beijing as the nomi- 
nal head of a united 
front against Lon Nol, 
while Pol Pot took comniand at a 
base in northeastern Cambodia, He 
had just a few thousand men under 
arms, but with Vietnamese weapons 
and training they were becoming a 
more effective force. Vietnamese 
troops, tempered by years of war in 
their own country, held off offen- 
sives by Lon Nol. US bonıbers took 


Kampuchea, he attempted t0 re- 
make an impoverished southeast 
Asian nation into a ınodel of radical 
Maoisnı. His paranoia and brutality 
sent İt into a chasm of darkness in 
which as many as 2 million people 
died. Pol Pot's enduriuıg legacy is 
the thousands of mass graves that 
liter Cambodia, but he was chill- 
ingly ıınrepeıtant up io his death at 
the age of 73, saying recently that 
his “canacicnice was clear’. 

Scholars will long debate what 
drove a man described by those who 
knew hinı as gentle antl unassuming 
{a create a system under which fam- 
ily life was erased, children becamê 
torturers, and even loyal folluwers of 
the regirıe were bludgeoned to 
death in their (housandds, 

Pal Pot came to puwer in April 
1975 ancl set about creatirg what 
the Khmer Rouge saw as a rural 
Utopia without money or private 
property.

The Kaluli base their up-and- 
down, knee-bent bobbing on the 
motions of a cuckoo-like bird, and in 
the giselo (now died out because of 
missionary and government pres 
sure}, the performers danced and 
sang nostalgic songs about the 
death of friends. Enraged by the an- 
guish they had been made to feel, 
members of the audience grabbed 
resin torches ancl burnt the dancers 
who, unperturbed, carried on until 
lawn when they would conıpensate 
the people they had made weep 
with payntents of small objects of 
value.

EADING through the direc- 

tory of contributors at the 

beginning of this virtual 
library of dance scholarship (a 
project of Dance Perspectives Foun- 
dation published by Oxford Univêèr- 
aity Press), instead of taking note of 
the far-reaching areas of specialist 
knowledge, I found myself dla 
tracted by the number of times “de- 
ceased” appeared among the list of 
writers’ names: 36 according to my 
quick count, Thirty six! Was the 
scheme somehow jinxed? Or is 
there a fatal epidemic that mysteri- 
ously targets dance buffs across the 
globe? 1 discoverecl the answer in 
the preface, : 

This is a venture that began more 
than 20 years ago and ranges from 
the history of tle rêérérance to arti- 
cles on ideokinesis or Lindy Hop. 
One day, at a meeting of dance 
writers in New York in 1974, Arlene 
Croce, their doyenne, remarked 
that what dance really needed was a 
comprehensive, scholarly encyclo- 
paedia. "And — horrors — every- 
one İn the room loolced at me." The 
“me” was Selma Jeanne Collen, 
founding editor, whose implacable 
determination has made it all 
lıappen despite more than two 
decades of problems. 

This was never intended to be a 
biographical dictionary: we alrendy 
have the indispensable Interna- 
tional Dictionary Of Ballet pub- 
lished in 1993 by the St James’ 
Press, several ofl whose advisers 
and contrfhutors overlap. Subjects 
were chosen if they had “signifi 
cantly affected the course of dancê 
history" or if they had become “a 
cultural icon”, criteria which make 
Darcy Bussell's exclusion only more 
mystifying. Not only was she Ken- 
neth MacMillan"s last muse, but in 
the Royal Ballet entry she is definl- 
tively described as “tlıe first English 
waman since Fonteyn recognised 
on the world stage as a true balle- 


tery dispute between Dean Liddell 
and his college. 

What they are less good at is a 
characterisation of Carroll himself 
and, above all, of the profound mys- 
tery of his relationship with seven- 
year-old Alice Liddell, the chatty 
and gamine daughter of a cele- 
brated classical lexicographer. Did 
he — as some have speculated — 
madly propose marriage? What did 
the pages torn from his journal con- 
fess? Why did Mrs Liddell banish 
him from the Deanery? Was Car- 
roll, as Virginia Woolf claimed, a 
child who had never ceased to be 
one? Would he; today, find himself 
scrutinised by the police and the 
social services? 

To begin to understand this, the
